| M, Alfred Binet, the deputy-director of the 
Paychological Laboratory of the Sorbonne, 
is BE present engaged in investigating the 
mental processes in playing chess sans 
voir.» ‘The December number of La Stratégie 
contains 2 communication from him on the 
subject. It appears, says M, Binet, that 
there are two very different types of visual 
memory. There are blindfold: chessplayers 
who represent to themetlyes the colours of 
the chess pisces and the colours of the squares 
of the chess-board exaotly, or almost exact~ 
ly,. as if they eaw them. with their 
eyes, There oré others who represent to 
thomesives merely the positions oocupied 
by. the. pieses on tha ohess-board and 
the yarious moves which tho pieces 
are capable of making, Theirs ie a kind of 
geometrical memory, without impression 
either as to form or as to colour, Between 
these two extrome types thers are numerous 
cases of transition in which the mental per- 
ception: of form and of colour is weakened, 
in which the colours white ond black 
assume a grey tone, in which the only 
thiog by which tha chess-piects are 
distingulabed is their size, Ase rule, the 
pare ‘whoso visual memory ig concrete, who 
8 the perception both of colour and of 
form, cannot comprebeod the geometric 
moeimary of other pluyers, and it scems to him 
to be the result of an effort of abstraction - of 
‘which ‘the human mind is incapable.
